He told the reporter t 
Esplanade overlooking the

“But overlooking Cherry Lake, 
‘away from areas which have al- 
ready been built up, you could 
go as high as you liked—20 
storeys even. 


Cr, Cresser, who holds the Al- 
tona Shire Council's Town Plan- 
ning portfolio, told the council 
that he had spent some time 
touring the shire, looking for 
suitable areas for flat develop- 
ment. 


He had also inspected flat de- 
velopments in Glen Iris, especi- 
ally around the Gardiner's Creek 
area. 


These were the areas of Al- 
tona which he thought were suit- 
able for multi-storey flat develop- 
ment: 


@ Bracken-gve.. «west of Den 
Dulk-ave, overlooking the golf 
course; 


The Esplanade between Sar- 
good-st. to Rose-st. and one 
block back to Queen-st., over- 
. looking the bay; 


The old Woolworth's block 
in Altona East as it would 
be handy to transport, shops 
and the two acres would be 
easily developed as it is un- 
der one title.

“The flats could rise as high 
as they liked and they would 
not be casting cold shadows over 
people’s back yards.” 


“Personally I don’t see the 
great need for high density popu- 
lation. 


“Personally I would not be 
very happy to live in one of 
these flats myself because the 
people in them are shut off in 
little boxes with little or ne 
contact with their neighbours.” 


While the matter was being 
discussed in council, Cr. Lee said 
the flats, provided they were well 
designed, could go a long way 
towards solving the shortage of 
accommodation in Altona.

“Tt would be good to zone 
these areas for high’ rise flats 
before they get too far developed. 


PROHIBITED 


“In older, well-established 
areas, these fats should be pro- 
hibited. 

“They would be good for the 
fringe areas and we should plan 
for these just as we should’ plan 
for well-balanced areas—even 
executive-type areas with better 
blocks for better homes,” Cr. 
Lee said. 


The shire secretary, Mr. J. W. 
Waters, told the council that it 
could specify areas for fiats un- 
der the Town Planning regula- 
tions. 


Under the Uniform Building 
regulations “he said the council 
had power to limit the sizes of 
flat sites, the number of storeys 
and the number of flats per 
block. 


He said that the council could 
not limit flats to one storey.”

Inquiry 
Pollution Not 


Popular 


Cr. H. W.. Lee’s plan for a public in- 
quiry into Altona‘s air ‘pollution problems 


has met with a coo 


Air Pollution Committee. 


But at fast Monday. night’s Altona Shire Coun- 
cil meeting voted to receive his plan after a one-and- 


a-half-hour debate. 


Cr. W. L. J. Crofts opposed a 
vote being taken at the meeting 
because he wanted time to pre- 
pare a report on information he 
had received at the weekend on 
air pollution control in the United 
States. 

He also said it was little use 
setting up a committee such as 

r. , Lee envisaged, when the 
State and Federal Governments 
did not have strong enough laws 
to back up any committee or 
council decisions. 

But Cr. Crofts voted for the 
plan’s reception when the vote 
was pressed. 

Cr. Lee told the council that 
when the air pollution commit- 
tee met last week, he was not 
impressed by the committee's 
enthusiasm for his plan. 

“I won't say that the plan was 
rejected, but there was little 
general support outside of the 
councillors," he said. 

“But in spite of all this, I feel 
we do have a problem and as a 
representative of the people, I 
feel we should do ‘something. 

“Where does the greater re- 
sponsibility lie? 

“Does it lie with this air pol- 
lution committee, or does it lie 
with the suffering people of Al- 
tona? 

“I think the interests should 
be with’ the majority of the 
people. 

“T could be wrong in my at- 
titude to this, but any man who 
has never made a mistake has 
never done anything,” he said. 

He said the problem that 
never seemed to be solved was 
that of blaming one particular 
industry for one particular com- 
plaint.

He said the committee, as] he 
saw it, should say whether one 
industry could cause ‘air pallu- 
tion and it could be helped! in 
its work by a Gevernment Health 
Department or State Air Pallu- 
tion Committee. 


Cr. Crofts said it was hard to 
get qualified people to investi- 
gate complaints on the spot. 


He said the councils have spent 
a lot of time and effort in tack- 
ling the problem—‘‘but how |far 
further can we get with this 
committee? 

“T suggest that qualified tech- 
nical people can be used. 


“We should not mislead |the 
people into thinking we can solve 
the problem by simply forming 
an investigation committee. 

“We should tell them that it is 
a long and arduous job and|we 
cannot go alone—we need gov- 
ernment support.” Cr. Crofts 
said.

Most soils are naturally suited 
to grass Jawns. But the choicest 
jawn grasses prefer a rich, fri- 
able, well-drained loam. 


The first work to do, in the 
case of undug land, will be to 
remove the top growth of grass 
and weeds to a depth of a few 
inches at least. The land should 
then be deeply dug to a uniform 
depth, care being taken not to 
bring any clay subsoil to the 
surface. If possible leave your 
land to lay open for a couple 
of weeks. This will allow the 
air to work through, and so 
sweeten the soil. 


Seed should be sown at the 
rate of between Soz. to 90z. per 
100 square feet sowing at half 
the recommended rate while walk 
ing back and forth in one direc- 
tion, the other half at right 
angles, offers some assurance 
of even sowing. 


Between the half sowing rake 
soil in the opposite direction. 
This will lightly cover the first 
layer of seed. Rolling the bed 
after it has been seeded is un- 
necessary as: this tends to pack 
the soil down and so eliminates 
the chance of the air passing 
through the soil and keeping the 
freshness there.

A properly planned. fawn is the first 
essential of all good garden designs. 


In almost every instance the home landscape 
is dependent on the success of its layout and smooth- 
ness. It helps to soften any harshness in the outline 


consists of a large proportion 
of rye grass, about 70% with 
a smaller proportion of chew- 
ings fescue and creeping bent. 
Two brands are: Playground 
and Green Circle. Both are very 
hardy and particularly adaptable 
to our conditions of soil and 
weather. 


The finer seeds, such as creep- 
ing bent and chewing fescue, 
need more care and attention dur 
ing the hot summer months. 


The growth and appearance of 
the lawn depends a lot on the 
care and manuring at regular in- 
tervals. Fertilisers are ‘impor- 
tant and a good procedure is 
blood and bone and superphos- 
phate .be applied. An even 
amount of each at a rate of 
4oz. per square yard, before 
sowing and after the lawn is 
established. . 


“Regular dressing of sulphate 
of ammonia every 4 months us- 
ing 2 to 30z. per square yard. 
This may have a tendency to 
turn the lawn brown for a week 
or so, but it soon recovers and 
will grow with more vigour and 
colour. 

Lime, should be used on the 
lawn at least once a year. This 
also helps to sweeten the soil. 
It should be used at the rate of 
Ylb. per square yard.
